_ From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Jan. 7. 
Rome, Dec. 14: 


Y an Exprefs trom Bologna we are in- 
foim’d, that the Imperialifts have en- 
ter'd the KEcclefiaftical Territories, not- 
withftandi:g the Pope had fent Order 
that no Provifions fhould be furnifh’d them 

but for their Money. The Impenalifts of Naples have 
poffefs'd themfelves of the Fortrefs of Orbiteilo, 
without any Oppcefizion ; and ’tis ramour’d the other 
Places in Tufcany belonging tothe Crown of Spain 
have declar’d for King Charles II. Some Days ago 
the Prince della Riccia, arriv’d kere from Barcelona, 
and after a Coaference with Cardinal Grimani, went 
on Poft to Naples. 

Bologna, Dec. 20. The 14th a Detachment of 
$30 German Foot came before this City, took up 
their Quarrers in the Houfts without the great Gate 
and in the Cloifter of the bare-footed Friars, and 
fent to our Magiftrates to defire to be furnifh’d with 
Provifions. Tie reft of that Day and part of the 
next they pafs’d quietly in chofe Quarters. The 
15:thia the Evening came 550 of the Pope’s Foot 
and 50 Dragoons from Firrara, and pofted them- 
“felves at the Gace of Sr. Felice to keep the Imperia- 
lifts out of the City: The 16th the Imperialifts 
march’d towards Imola: The 17:h we receiv’d Ad- 
vice thatthofe Troops were at St. Nicolo 6 Miles from 
hence, and that fome of the Pope’s Troops bad poft- 
ed themfelyes on the Edge of the Territory of Imo- 
la to difpure their Paffage. The 18th we learnt 
by an Ezprefs from Rome, that Cardinal Grimani 
had treated with the Legate of Ravenna to furnith 
the faid Troops with Subfiftance, and had affur'd 
him that the Charge thould be repaid by the Trea- 
fury Chamber of Milan.

Venice, Dec. 24. We have receiv’d Advice by 
the Way of Trent, that purfuant to the Orders 
given by the Court of Vienna, the Recruits defign’d 
for the Imperial Troops in Lombardy and in the 
Kingdom of Naples, will arrive in Italy by the 
Beginning of the enfuing Spring. Letters from Bref- 
cia rell us, it was reported in the Milaneze, that in 
Cafe Prince Eugene be employ’d in any other Parts 
than in Italy the next Campaign, the Duke of Moe 
dena w:'| command in Lombardy. The great Duke 
of Tufcany is expected at Leghorne from Florence : 
His Munifters are finding our Means to raife by a 
Tax tso0000 Piftoles agreed to be paid the Empe- 
rou' for Contributions, and to oblige the Clergy 
to furnith their Part, as is the Practice in other 
Coun ries. We Jearn that when the Heifian Troops 
by Duzzolengo in their March from Piemont 
fic hev cookf oath Inhabitants 2000 Piftoles, 
bevaufe their heavy Baggage when 
the, pals’d chat Way into Lombardy But General 


Delfino having a Conference with the commanding 
Officer of thofe Troops, the Difference was pre- 
fently made up, and the Troops continued theit 
March. 

Tre Advices from Switzerland of the 29th of 
December import, that the Ca.ton of Berne had 
written not only to that of Zurich, but hkewife to 
the other Cantons and to the Grifons, to defire 
them ro hold themfclves in a readinefs to give the 
Affittance which by virtue of their Alliance they 
Ought to do, in Cafe any Attempt be made cn the 
Principaliu:y of Neutchatel. Hiherto the French 
keep quiet in Burgundy and Alface. The King of 
France’s Aniwerto the Inftances of the Protefiant 
Cantons for Commerce to be re-eftablith'd between 
Neufchatel and the Franche-Compte, is impatichtly 
expected by thofe Cantons.

Ratisbon, Dec. 26. The Deputies of the States 
of the Empire, are taken up with inquiring which 
of thofe S:ates have hitherto furnith’d their due Con- 
tingent to the Army of the Empire, and which have 
been deficient: And to inform themfelves rightly of 
this Matter, will probably take them up fome Time. 
In the laft Affembly of the Diet it wag reloly’d, 


‘that Cardinal Lamberg the Empetour’s principal 
-Commiffioner, fhould be complimented on the Part 


of the Diet, on Occafion of the New- Year, &c. and 
that the Minifter of the Ble&tor of Mentz, as Di- 


_ rector of the Diet fhould ( for this once, and with- 


out making it a Prefident tor the future) pay his E- 
minency that Compliment. The Admufion of his 
Electoral Highnefs of Hanover into the College as 
aninth Elector, being vigoroufly follicited by his 
Minifter, that Affair will be taken into Debate after 
the Holidays. The Envoys of Sweden, Bremen, 
Saxegotha,Wolfembuttel, Wirtemberg, and Heffe- 
Caffel, had along Conference about it with that 
Minifter the 23d Inftant. 

Berlin, Dec. 27. "Tis advis’d from Dantzick, that 
the Kings of Sweden and Poland would pafs the 
Holidays at Thorn: And from Minsk that the Mi- 
nifters of the Czar of Mufcovy entertaining a Jea- 
loufy thar the Siezure of the Lady of the Upper 
General of the Crown Army, was by private Agree- 
ment between that General and the Swedes, the 
rather becaufe the latter treated that Lady with 
extraordinary Civility, fent fome Perfons to the 
General to expoftulate the Matter wiih him ; and he 
{atisfied them that their Jealoufy was groundlefs. 
Prince Menzikow was with the greateft Part of the 
Mofcovite Horfe at Hongrodeck 24 Miles from 
Minsk, and the feveral other Detachmenrs were to 
follow him thither. The Lines that are making by 
the Mufcovices, extend from Minsk ro Cauwen, 
and from therce to Polonsko. Ingeniet General 


Hallard has the Direction cf thofe Lines ; and he 
has found oue a very ftrong and inacceffible Place 
for a Camp nearPopis on the River Dnieper, whither 
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che Mufcovite Army may retire on Occafion, and cover 
the ‘farified Places of Biskow, Mohilow, Wifensk, 
and Polonsko.

Returning accordingly, he 
found bis sden ac Work, and thac they had thrown 
bis Lieurenanc into the Sea, where he periih’d, for 
endeavouring co binder them: He went into his 
Gabin and mace the Signal, and Captain Bodam 
fent to bis Adiftance fome Boars well mann’d, upon 
which the. Mutineeis and kept them off; fo 
that Captain Bodam bunfelf was oblig’d to weigh 
and ciap the Privaccer aboard. Her Crew were 
fiez'd, and in the Council of War held to try them 
for Mutiny, the chief Criminal was condemn’d to 
be broke on the Wheel, fome to be harg’d, and 
othersto be Keel-hawld.
